Council Approves Amendments 


Two constitutional amendments 
proposed by the Supreme Court 
were approved by the Student 
Council this week. According to 
ASSSC procedures, the proposed 
amendments will be submitted to 
the student body vote at a special 
election within the next two 
weeks. 

The first of the amendments re- 
fers to Clause 2, Section 8, Article 
VI of the Constitution on the sub 
ject of duties of the Commissioner 
of Fine Arts. To date the clause 
The Commissioner shall see 
that no student taeks part 
student production when not a 
member of SSCSA,

The proposed amendment reads 
Shall see that no student partici- 
pates or takes part in a student 
rreduction if not a member of the 
ASSCSA except in cases where the 
Corneil deems it necessary in the 
interests of the student body as 
a whole. The amendment 
allow the Student Council, which 
controls a!! student card fee funds, 
to see that the student body bene- 
fits without denying any full time 
student his chance to participate 
in preductions 

The second amendment refers to 
Section 5, Article IX, which reads: 
No student may hold more than 


would, 


one elective office, as provided for 
in this Constitution, concurrent- 
ly; and to Section 2 of Article VII, 
which reads: Members of the Su- 
preme Court shall be ineligible for 
any other office during their 
terms of office. 

The proposed amendments would 
read as follows: Section 5, Article 
IX: No student may hold more 
than one clective office, as pro- 
vided for in this constitution, ex- 


cept for honor societies, concur- 
rently. Section 2, Article VII: 


Memibers of the Supreme Court 
shall be ineligible for any other 
office during their terms of office 
except honorary societies.
